Don  Baumander’s  Spot  Diagnosis

weeks  following  a  sore  throat.  On 
examination,  the  patient  appears  like 
this: 


Diagnosis? 
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At  the  annual  budget  meeting  of  the  Medical  Society,  $2214 
was  collected  to  subsidize  this  year 1 s  Forma  I .  Excluding  the 
yearbook  (for  which  funds  were  approved  by  referendum  last 
year)  this  was  the  fourth  largest  single  item  on  the  budget. 
Larger  amounts  were  allocated  only  to  the  Journa  ($5240), 
Alexander  Park  ($2500)  and  Men's  Athletic  Assoc  ($2341,  though 
$2900  was  requested).  Other  activities  were  supported  with 
comparatively  small  sums  (Arts  and  Letters  $830,  Camera  Club 
$650  Auricle  $510).  These  activities  certainly  contribute 
more  to  our  school  than  the  Formal,  yet  their  budgets  were 
kept  within  lo%  of  what  they  were  last  year  or  less,  thus  re- 
stricting  their  activities. 

With  the  $22]4  subsidy,  the  ticket  price  will  be  $37.50  a 
couple.  A  total  of  352  people  can  be  accomodated,  of .which 
slightly  more  than  half  will  be  medical  students.  This  means 
a  subsidy  of  almost  $7  per  person  attending  the  Formal  is 
coming  out  of  the  students  fees  paid  by  each  of  the  1000 
students  in  the  faculty.  Thus,  if  you  don't  attend  the  Formal , 
you  will  be  paying  $2.21  to  subsidize  someone  else  s  ticket. 

In  effect,  we  are  even  subsidizing  people  outside  the  faculty 
to  the  tune  of  $7  for  one  evening's  entertainment. 

The  Formal  is  of  unquestionable  enjoyment  to  some  people 
in  the  faculty,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that,  it  should  be  an 
annual  event.  The  question  is  not  whether  the  Formal  is  worth¬ 
while,  hut  whether  spending  $2214  on  it  is  a  good  use  of  your 
money,  given  that  many  other  activities  are  making  do  with 
far  less.  At  $37.50  a  couple  attendance  is  already  financially 
inaccessible  to  a  good  number  of  students.  It  is  unlikely  that 
raising  the  price  to  $50  would  significantly  alter  the  re- 


At  the  meeting,  a  motion  was  made  to  the  effect  that  no  mo¬ 
ney  be  given  for  the  Formal,  and  that  it  should  be  made  a  self- 
supporting  event.  This  was  defeated,  with  only  five  members 
supporting  it.  At  the  same  meeting,  requests  by  Men's  Athletic 
Assoc  and  the  Camera  Club  for  more  funds  to  support  their 
activities  were  turned  down!  as  .  _ 

It  seems  that  all  the  organizations  supported  by  Med  Soc 
are  scrambling  to  keep  down  costs  simply  to  maintain  their 
activities  of  previous  years,  let  alone  expand  their  horizons. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  money  set  aside  for  the 
Formal  could  serve  more  students  of  thi s  faculty  in  better 
ways,  if  it  were  distributed  to  other  organizations  supported 
by  Med  Soc.  In  this  respect,  the  best  interests  of  the  students 


of  this  faculty  are  not  being  served  by  its  elected  representa¬ 
tives.  A  petition,  requesting  reconsideration  of  this  budget's 
item,  is  planned  in  the  near  future.  Be  sure  to  sign  it  and  tel! 
your  represen ta ti ve  how  you  feel  your  money  should  be  spent.
